2. Claims 7, 8, 11, 15, 16, and 20 have been amended. 

3. Claims 1-20 are pending and presented for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-20 are allowed in light of the applicant's arguments and in light of the prior art 
of record. 

Reasons for Indicating Allowable Subject matter 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner, upon 
searching a variety of databases, respectfully submits that — identifying extensible patterns in the 
input string; creating an inexact tree for the input string using the pattems identified; and 
displaying a set of extensible pattems identified by the inexact tree; wherein the creating inexact 
tree comprises creating nodes and edges, connecting the nodes, wherein each node represents a 
subset of a string and each edge connects a lower order node to a higher order node; wherein 
each subset comprises a pattern comprising extensible string; and wherein each extensible string 
comprises at least one dot token- as embodied in the independent claims 1,15 and 20 in context 
with the other limitations of the claims was not disclosed by, would not have been obvious over, 
nor would have been fairly suggested by the prior art of record. 

The other dependent claims 2-14, and 16-19, being further limiting to the independent 
claims land 15, definite and fully enabled by the Specification are also allowed.
